M*; 31. A very warm morning, and as two 

of my men were down in bed with lagrippe, 
we were all worn out when we were finally 
through with the work of the morning. Devil, 
Light, Blackie, Mabyn, and King galloped one 
mile, and Glow, Village, Steve, and Kitty two 
miles. General just breezed five-eighths in 1:032;, 
and looked good with his sleek coat and blaze 
face shining in the sun, moving along in his 
effortless stride. Friendly, Fig, Star, Edna, and 
Jim walked. 


JUNE 1. Another hard morning’s work, with 
lots of work and too few hands to do it. Devil 
worked a half in :54 and was sore coming off 
the track.

Jim 
still will not walk on his sprained ankle, which 
appears to hurt him considerably, but is not 
badly swollen. Glow, Friendly, General, and King 
galloped, the latter two miles. 

General covered himself with praise in his race 
today. He out-broke his field after perfect be- 
havior at the gate, at once opened up a wide 
lead, was taken up strongly by his rider, allow- 
ing the nearest in pursuit to come almost up 
to him at the three-eighths pole, was again given 
his head, and opened up more than before on 
the field, and won all by himself in very fast 
time on a muddy track.

First of all, to get rid of a few of the statis- 
fics Which are essential if one is to get the 
\scot atmosphere. During the four days, there 


were 28 races. The least valuable was the Wind- 
or Castle Stakes of 1,288 sovereigns ($6,440), 
and the richest was the Gold Cup of 7,700 sov- 


ereigns ($38,500). In the aggregate the prize 
money amounted to the record sum of 81,695 


sovereigns, of which 47,700 sovereigns was con- 


tributed by the executive, the remainder being 
wners' stakes. There were 423 starters for the 


28 events, and, with the exception of Omaha and 
the Oaks winner Exhibitionnist, I think we saw 
every horse of note in the kingdom under silks: 
Sir Abe Bailey had a great meeting, winning five 
races of the aggregate value of 10,640 sovereigns. 
The next most successful owner was the Aga 
Khan, with four races worth 9,315 sovereigns. 
Lawson of Manton was the most successful 
trainer with 14,013 won for his 
patrons, six events won outright and one dead- 
heater. 

Pride of place among the Thoroughbreds must 
be awarded to Lady Zia Wernher’s Ascot Gold 
Cup winner, the strapping chestnut 4-year-old 
colt Precipitation, by the defunct Hurry On out 
of the Cambridgeshire winner Double Life, by 
Bachelor's Double. In thoroughly well run 
race, Precipitation won, all out, by a couple of 
lengths from Sir Abe Bailey's 6-year-old Cecil, 
with Lord Stanley’s game mare Quashed four 
lengths away third, and Buckleigh fourth. 

Suzerain, which had taken the two-mile 
Churchill Stakes on the previous day, was fifth; 
Boswell, deputizing for the lame Omaha, sixth; 
the French horse Le Duc seventh; and Fearless 
Fox, which had won the two-mile Gold Vase on 
the Tuesday, eighth. Cousine, Quorn IT, Satsuma, 
and Raeburn were other runners. Raeburn broke 
down and was dismounted in the straight. 

From start to finish it was a cracking gallop, 
and the time 4:18+4,, is only 14; seconds outside 
the record set up by Golden Myth in 1922. A big 
lazy horse is Precipitation, and Pat Beasley is to 
be complimented upon the manner in which he

OW for a brief review of the other events of 

the meeting. Any one of the races would be 
a top-liner at an ordinary meeting, and I pro- 
pose dealing with them in the order in which 
they were run, and as comprehensively as space 
permits. It should be stated that the weather 
for the four days was fine and cool, but not bril- 
liant. The going was good, inclining to be firm. 
There was the traditional royal procession along 
the course prior to racing each day. 

Sir Abe Bailey must have watched the first 
race of the meeting, the Prince of Wales Stakes 
(1°. miles) with mixed feelings. For more than 
40 years Sir Abe has been trying without suc- 
cess to win the Derby, and here he saw his colt 


Cold Scent, which he did not consider good 
enough to run in the Epsom classic, give 12 


pounds and a short head beating to the Derby 
runner-up, Sandsprite. Winnebar was a fair third 
and Renardo among the seven unplaced. If, how- 
ever, the owner of Cold Scent was unlucky in 
not running the colt in the Derby, how much more 
unfortunate was the owner of Merry Mathew? 
That smart Middleham colt had beaten Cold Scent 


in a common canter over a mile and half at 
York only three weeks previously. Everything 


seems to indicate that Merry Mathew is the best 
of a very moderate lot of 3-year-olds, and it is 


a great pity that a slightly bruised foot pre- 
vented his picking up one of the Ascot prizes. 
Cold Scent, by the way, is in the St. Leger, and 


the son of Foxlaw will find backing for the Don- 
caster classic. 

Mveryone who backed Cold Scent, and many 
who didn't, played up on the same owner's Val- 
erian in the Ascot Stakes (two miles). In a field 
of 29, Valerian started at 5 to 1, with 100 to 8 
par one the general offer. A good-looking 4-year- 


old, more burly than the majority of stayers, 
Valerian is by Son-in-Law out of Haintonette, 
and he was carrying 125 pounds. He justified 


his backers’ confidence, though it was only by a 
head that Weston landed him a winner from the 


consistent but luckless Kept-On, with Sir Cali- 
dore three parts of a length away third, and 


Rondo a good fourth. It was a wonderful double 
for Sir Abe Bailey, Jockey Weston, and Trainer 
Lawson to start the meeting with. 

Next came the Coventry Stakes (five furlongs), 


one of the most important 2-year-old events of 
the season. Odds were laid on the Aga Khan's 
colt, Mirza II (by *Blenheim II out of Mumtaz 


Mahal). which had made such an impression when 
winning at the Newmarket Second Spring Meet- 
ing. Mirza II won again with ease, beating Lord 
Derby's Onslaught (by Felstead) by three 
lengths, with J. E. Widener’s American-bred Sil- 
ver Spear II (by *Sickle) a neck away third of 
11. There not much of Mirza II, but he 
unquestionably the fastest 2-year-old we have 
seen. I doubt if he will be beaten this year, and 
he will probably be at the top of the Free Handi- 
cap. Some people are already writing of him as 
being likely to win next year’s Derby, but this 
is all tosh. No 2-year-old with such terrific speed 


is is 
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will ever make a stayer. Mirza II was shortening 
his stride at the end of this Ascot five furlongs, 
and like his dam, the fiying Mumtaz Mahal, 
sprinting will always be his forte. 

The stout Son-in-Law blood was to the fore 
again in the Gold Vase (two miles), Fearless 
Fox, a warm favorite in a field of 13, winning 
easily from Union Jack and the good mare Silver- 
sol. The last named was conceding the winner 
15 pounds. Second to Boswell in the St. Leger 
last September, Fearless Fox was here register- 
ing his first win of his career. 

Next came the Queen Mary Stakes (five fur- 
longs) for 2-year-old fillies. There were 31 start- 
ers, and in a iinish of necks and heads the 
Aga Khan’s Queen of Simla (by *Blenheim IT out 
of Queen of Scots, by Dark Legend) won from 
Leid F!lesm«s Kelpie (by Lemnarchus). with 
J. E. Widener’s American-bred Soda (by Chance 
Shot) third. 

A. K. Macomber'’s Tempest II defeated Day- 
tona a short head, with other useful performers 
in the rear, for the Queen Anne Stakes (seven 
furlongs, 155 yards), and the afternoon's sport 
ended with Marcel Boussac’s Goya II atoning for 
his classic failures by beating Full Sail, Fairford, 
Cash Book, Le Grand Duc, and Elgar in the St. 
James’ Palace Stakes (one mile).

HAVE never seen a bigger crowd on the course 
than on the Wednesday, the great attraction 
for the public being the Royal Hunt Cup, the 
chief betting medium of the meeting. 

We led off with the victory of Anthony de 
Rothschild’s 4-year-oid Suzerain (another Son-in- 
Law) in the Churchill Stakes (two miles), and 
then came the Hunt Cup. There were 33 starters 
for this handicap, and by the victory of the 
game Fairplay, the veteran “Bob" Middlemas 
netted £3,000 in stakes. Winner of the Victoria 
Cup at Hurst Park, and a most consistent run- 
ner, Fairplay’s success was highly popular, and 
at 18 to 1 he was pretty well backed in a very 
open market. Although he was drawn right on 
the outside of his field, this proved no disadvan- 
tage, thanks to the new arrangements made, 
whereby there is a set of temporary rails placed 
at the junction of the straight and round courses 
on the right hand side of the track. This “railing 
the gap” seems to have eliminated the luck of 
the draw on the straight course at Ascot. At all 
events, Peter Maher kept Fairplay on a bee-line, 
and finished on the far side, a neck in front of 
Couvert, with Pegasus a head away third, and 
Commander III, Laureat IT, Sally Andrews, Final- 
ist, and Midstream running best of the others. 
It was the first Hunt Cup winner to finish on the 
far rails during my long experience of Ascot. 
Gunboat, heavily backed on the course failed to 
stay, and Voltus, runner-up for the race last 
year, greatly disappointed his connections. 

The Chesham Stakes (five furlongs) for 2-year- 
olds followed, and again the Aga Khan's colors 
were to the fore, Tahir, by Tetratema out of 
the Buchan mare Qurrat-al-Ain, winning easily 
from 16 rivals. His Majesty’s colt Jubilee was 
favorite for this event, but the youngster showed 
nothing like his form and finished last. Tahir, 
like Mirza II, has wonderful speed, but he is not 
bred to stay. The runner-up to Tahir, Lord 
Portman’s colt Lohengrin (by Bold Archer), is 
a nice-looking youngster. 

Major Courtauld’s Solfo had an easy task to

win the King Edward VII Stakes (1!'. miles). 
This was the race in which it was intended to 
frighten away nearly all the opposition, with 
the result that Solfo had a benefit. 

A more interesting affair was the Coronation 
Stakes (one mile) for 3-year-old fillies. A splen- 
did race for this 5,000 sovereigns prize resulted in 
Sir John Jarvis’ Derby failure, Gainsborough Lass, 
winning by half a length from Miss Bainbridge’s 
Kind Kitty, with Lord Astor’s Flashpoint a good 
third of 17. Black Lashes and Spray, brightly 
backed, never threatened danger. 

Foray made his reappearance in the Fern Hill 
Stakes (five furlongs) but Marshall Field’s grey 
found more than his match in Diplomat (by 
Stratford), which gave a brilliant display to win 
by five lengths from the 2-year-old Sunny Saint. 
Foral and Waterbird were eased when pursuit of 
Malcolm McAlpine’s flier was seen to be hope- 
less. It is of interest to note that Sunny Saint, 
which carried Mrs. M. A. Gemmell's colors, is 
half-brother, by Sunny Trace, to her Grand Nat- 
ional winner Gregalach. 

P. Maher supplemented his Hunt Cup victory 
by riding the winner of the other handicap, the 
Bessborough Stakes (1'. miles) with which the 
day’s card concluded. His mount was Mr. H. 
Lester's 6-year-old Gamesmaster, a gelding by 
Diophon, carrying a 10-pound penalty. He won 
by a head from Haulfryn, with Dytchley third. 
There were 29 runners for this race. 


Thursday 
| SHOULD unhesitatingly vote the sport on the 
Thursday, Gold Cup Day, as the best of a 
truly wonderful week. We led off with the Rib- 
blesdaie Stakes (one mile), for which Lord 
Astor's grand colt Rhodes Scholar made his 
first appearance since his inexplicable failure in 
the St. Leger. The son of Pharos was burdened 
with 138 pounds, and was conceding lumps of 
weight to 10 useful 35-year-old opponents. He 
made them look like hacks and won with the 
greatest ease. A beautiful horse, in repose and 
in action, is Rhodes Scholar the most perfect 
specimen of the Thoroughbred seen at the meet- 
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ing, in my opinion. His next race will be in the 
Sandown Park Eclipse Stakes on July 16, and he 
has only to keep well to repeat the victory he 
gained in this rich prize 12 months ago. 

The Ascot Gold Cup, which followed Rhodes 
Scholar’s race, I have dealt with in my intro- 
ductory notes. Diplomat was pulled out again for 
the Granville Stakes (five furlongs), and won 
again, though he had to be hard ridden to beat 
Sir Victor Sassoon’s speedy filly Carissa. 

The Rous Memorial Stakes (seven furlongs, 155 
yards) served to re-introduce Dan Bulger, the 
first outing of Sir Abe Bailey’s good horse since 
his notable triumph in the Cambridgeshire last 
October. His chief rival last week proved to be 
the Cambridgeshire runner-up Daytona, but Dan 
Bulger pulled through by a short head. In the 
Newmarket handicap which “Dan” won by a 
couple of lengths, Daytona was conceding six 
pounds, and now they were meeting at level 
weights, so that there was not much wrong with 
the form. 

Nothing succeeds like success, and Sir Abe 
Bailey proceeded to take first and second money 
in the New Stakes (five furlongs) for 2-year-olds. 
Ramtapa, a son of Rustom Pasha out of Sultan 
Ranee, trained by Lawson at Manton, was not so 
heavily backed as Caerloptic (by Caerleon out 
of Soloptic), trained by Cottrill. In a fine finish 
Ramtapa won by a short head, third place in a 
field of 18 being taken by Mrs. James Shand’s 
colt Seventh Wonder, a son of Pharos. In my 
opinion, this was the best 2-year-old form of the 
week, the unplaced division including such smart 
winners as Portmarnock, Campion, and Agin- 
court. Moreover, Ramtapa looks the part, and if 
he could put up such a fine performance when 
little fancied, on his first appearance on a race 
course, it seems safe to predict a great future for 
the son of Rustom Pasha. It is of interest to 
note that Sir Abe Bailey has made no fewer than 
13 nominations for next year’s Epsom Derby. 
Ramtapa and Caerloptic are among them. 

The Waterford Stakes (one mile) resulted in 
a dead-heat between the Manton-trained Flag of 
Truce and the Irish gelding Spot Barred. The 
Aga Khan, whose luck at the meeting rivaled 
that of Sir Abe Bailey, took the Cork and Orrey 
All-Aged Stakes (six furlongs) with the 3-year- 
old Pherozshah, a son of Pharos who defeated 
Miss Dorothy Paget’s Wyndham by a length and 
a half. 


Friday 

ACKERS, who had done remarkably well dur- 

ing the first three days had a number of shocks 
at the final stage on Friday. To lead off with, 
Lord Derby’s Fair Copy, with odds of 15 to 8 
laid on him was beaten a neck by H. R. Mosen- 
thal’s moderate filly Lady of Shalott (by Prince 
Galahad) for the Jersey Stakes (seven furlongs, 
155 yards). 

For the Britannia Stakes, a handicap for 3- 
year-olds over the Hunt Cup course, there were 
33 starters, and layers offered 10 to 1 the field. 
The favorite, and the winner, was James V. 


tank’s colt Azam Pasha, a son of Rustom Pasha 
bred by the Aga Khan. Azam Pasha cost 2,200 
guineas as a yearling. 

Then came the Hardwicke Stakes (11. miles), 
in which backers were divided between Mid-day 
Sun, and the champion 5-year-old handicapper 
The Derby winner pulled

through, winning by a length and a half from 
Plaster Cast, with Flares a head away third and 
William of Valence fourth. There was something 
of an Ascot sensation following this race for 
the stewards objected to Flares on the grounds 
that he had not kept a straight course and thus 
interfered with William of Valence. This was 
followed by Pat Beasley, rider of Flares, object- 
ing to the winner. Beasley's complaint was over- 
ruled, and the stewards disqualified William 
Woodward's horse for third place. There was no 
doubt in my mind that by swerving across the 
course, Flares interfered with William of Valence. 

The Windsor Castle Stakes (five furlongs) in- 
troduced some exceptionally nice 2-year-olds. The 
winner proved to be Sir Victor Sassoon’s filly 
Scotia’s Glen, a handsome daughter of Beres- 
ford. She scored by a short head from the Aga 
Khan’s colt, Far West, a most promising young- 
ster by Fairway out of Theresina, with J. E. Wide- 
ner’s Unbreakable, a son of *Sickle, a neck away 
third. All Mr. Widener’s American-bred 2-year- 
old runners at the meeting were placed, and they 
show considerable promise. 

Sir Charles Hyde's lightly weighted 4-year-old 
Kong, a daughter of Baytown, defeated 30 rivals 
for the Wokingham Stakes, a six-furlong handi- 
cap, starting at the long odds of 33 to 1 against. 
She beat Nakomis, another moderate horse, by 
a length, with the Hunt Cup third, Couvert, a 
head away. I considered it a poor-class Woking- 
ham field. 

Valerian, none the worse for his Ascot Stakes 
efforts, was pulled out again for the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes, run over two miles, six fur- 
longs and 75 yards, the longest race in the Jockey 
Club Calendar. Sir Abe Bailey’s luck held good, 
Valerian beating a better favorite in Enfield by 
two lengths, with Miss Winsdor a like distance 
away third. It was another great triumph for 
old Son-in-Law. The winner is a son of that 
great horse, while Enfield (by Winalot) and Miss 
Windsor (by Foxlaw) are by his sons. Sir Abe, 
who had not left his box during the previous 
three days racing, came down to see Valerian 
unsaddled. 

Finally, we saw the Prince Aly Khan's colors 
to the fore on the French-bred 3-year-old grey 
gelding Ticca Gari, in the Kings Stand Stakes 
(five furlongs). Ticca Gari, a good winner in 
France, by Dark Japan, had not run here pre- 
viously, but his merits were pretty well known 
and he was heavily backed. He beat Waterbird, 
Shalfieet, and other smart performers in the 
style of a very good sprinter. 

So ended another great Ascot festival. 


MURPHY STILL GOING 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals adjourned 
its summer term last week without taking action 
on the Kenton County Bar Association’s dis- 
barment proceedings against John T. Murphy, 
State senator from Covington. The bar associa- 
tion had charged Murphy with unethical conduct 
in handling the legal affairs of Mrs. Madeline 
Corby Morgan Webber, mother of Marie Therese 
Corby, heiress. Ohio has been trying to extradite 
Murphy on charges in connection with this case, 
but two Kentucky governors have refused to 
give him up. Now he is a candidate to succeed 
himself in the State Legislature, in which, if 
elected, he will probably resume his efforts to 
legalize dog racing in Kentucky.

ARLINGTON PARK OPENS 


ASHINGTON PARK came to the end of its 

30-day meeting on June 26, with a program 
featured by the first running of the Washington 
Park Futurity. Bad weather and virtually un- 
checked handbooks hurt the meeting considerably, 
for the light patronage was not any fault of the 
track, which offered uniformly good racing. One 
of the best Saturday crowds of the meeting was 
out on closing day, wagered $378,712 through the 
totalizator. This brought the daily average for 
the meeting to $228,500. This probably is not 
enough to keep the meeting from losing money, 
but the deficit could not have been a very large 
one. Washington Park’s three chief races were 
the American Derby, the Princess Pat, and the 
Futurity. Dawn Play, current leading 3-year-old 
filly, took the American Derby. Milky Way Farm 
took the other two with two horses purchased 
from the 1936 yearling auctions, Well Rewarded 
and Tiger. With the stakes winner Sky Larking 
backing up the stable’s 2-year-old forces, and 
with a number of 2-year-olds which have not been 
started, the stable again seems likely to be a 
power in juvenile races. 

Arlington Park opened June 28, also for 30 
days. When the program opened, skies were clear, 
the track fast. After the fourth race a thunder- 
storm broke, almost without warning, drove 
spectators to cover, converted the track into a 
slop. The rain ceased after about 15 minutes, 
and the slop did not seriously interfere with the 
Gay’s racing. The 2-year-old allowance race went 
to Milky Way Farm's C-Note, a *Royal Minstrel 
colt which cost $14,300 as a yearling. An al- 
lowance event for 3-year-olds at one mile was won 
by Bomar Stable’s Jean Valjean colt, Yellow

Tulip, wich defeated Milky Way’s Military by a 
neck. Also of interest to the first day’s patrons 
was a 1!.-mile event, under claiming conditions. 
The winner was Jack S. Mulvihill’s American 
Prince, a 7-year-old gelding by Busy American. 


TIGER’S FUTURITY 

Success of the Milky Way Farm's 2-year-olds, 
particularly at Chicago’s major tracks, was a 
matter for constant surprise for several years. 
Now it is almost taken for granted. In 1935 
Milky Way won Arlington Park’s rich filly race, 
the Lassie Stakes, with Forever Yours. In 1936 
the stable sent out Case Ace to take down Ar- 
lington Park’s Futurity. This year, with Wash- 
ington Park offering similar 2-year-old events, 
Mrs. Mars’ stable won both, gained a considerable 
return on the $131,500 which she invested in 
yearlings at Saratoga last August. 

For the Princess Pat Stakes, on June 12, Mrs. 
Mars sent out the *Sickle filly, Well Rewarded, a 
yearling bargain at $3,800. For the Washington 
Park Futurity ($15,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) she rested her hopes on Mountain 
Ridge (117), a *Royal Minstrel colt which had 
cost her $14,000 as a yearling, and Tiger (117), 
a *Bull Dog colt for which she had paid $4,500. 
When the race was over, both the yearlings were 
paid for. 

At the start Alfred Robertson drove Tiger 
into the lead, and for three furlongs Lassator 
(119), an Osculator colt, ran hard after him. 
Third was Menow (117), a son of *Pharamond 
IT which, with Bourbon King (117), made up the 
Hal Price Headley entry. Tiger swung along in 


front, had a comfortable lead going into the 
turn. Here backers of the favored entry had 


their one anxious moment, for Tiger had suffered 
his only defeat by running out badly when vic- 
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tory seemed assured. But Trainer McGarvey was 
not to be caught twice; he had a run-out bit on 
the *Bull Dog colt. And Robertson also was pre- 
pared for trouble. He steadied the colt, nursed 
him around the turn on the rail. When straight- 
ened out he found a challenge coming from 
Menow, which had displaced Lassator from sec- 
ond position. A slight shaking up was all that 
Tiger needed, and he drove on to win by two 
lengths. Menow was second, two lengths in front 
of his stablemate, Bourbon King, by Whichone. 
A half-length farther back was Woolford Farm's 
Joe Schenck (117), by Insco. Pharacase (114), 
Mountain Ridge, Lassator, and Garry (114), the 
latter a first starter, completed the field. Time, 
12225, :45°5, 1:11, track fast. Stakes division, 
$26,135, $4,000, $2,500, $1,500. In addition to the 
purse the race carried breeders’ awards, and 
Coldstream Stud, breeder of the winner, received 
$1,500 from the victory. Hal Price Headley, 
breeder of Menow and Bourbon King, took the 
breeders’ awards of $750 for the second horse, 
$250 for the third, thus grossed $7,500 from the 
race.

Senator James O. Monroe, of Collinsville

six days a week and allowing racing on Sundays. 
John Lee, Chicago senator, expressed the appre- 
hension that such a law would kill racing in the 
State. Only two other senators shared his fear, 
and on June 23 the bill passed, 40 to 3, and went 
to the House. 


INAUGURAL HANDICAP 

The track for Arlington Park's Inaugural 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven 
furlongs) on June 28 was a sloppy one, but the 
rain had just fallen, and the solidity of the foot- 
ing, to judge by the time of the race, was not 
much affected. The betting favorite was Calumet 
Farm's Count Morse (126), with Everglades 
Stable’s Deliberator (120) also strongly backed. 
But the race was always between Mrs. Emil 
Denemark’s Orientalist (3-y-o, 109) and Hal Price 
Headley’s Fraidy Cat (118), the latter coupled 
with Preeminent (117). Orientalist broke fast, 
found the outsider Pompa (104) going along 
with him. Then Fraidy Cat moved up into second 
place, cut gradually into the leader’s margin. 
Three furlongs out Orientalist led by a length 
and a half. At the quarter-pole it was a length. 
At the eighth-pole it was a half-length. Then in 
the last 20 yards Fraidy Cat, hard driven by 
Jack Westrope, got to the leader, won by a 
head. Count Morse had been outrun for three 
furlongs, then closed well to take third place, a 
length and a half behind Orientalist, with Deliber- 
ator a length farther back. The others in order 
were Preeminent, Murph (3-y-o, 10712), Sir Emer- 
son (115), Couleedam (102), and Pompa.

geet in Delaware began by building a 
racing law rather than by constructing a 
track. When Delaware Park opened on June 26, 
racing was entrenched behind one of the best 
written racing measures in America, offering as 
complete a divorce between racing and politics 
as is possible in any matter in which money 
changes hands. Delaware's racing commissioners 
receive $1 a year; their total expenses for as- 
sistants, office rent, and the like, must not exceed 
$6,000 annually. No racing official may be paid 
more than $2,000 annually. Racing is permitted 
for not more than 30 days a year, must be of 
horses only, on tracks not less than one mile in 
circumference. Purses may not be below $700. 
From the pari-mutuel turnover the State takes 
3 per cent. To the track goes 4!» per cent and 
breakage to five cents, giving Delaware a total 
take-out of 7'. per cent and breakage to five 
cents. This is the take-out in Maryland. Illinois 
takes 6'» per cent and breaks to the dime. All 
other states take more. But a further clause in 
Delaware's racing law provides that only a track 
which has a funded indebtedness may take 41.2 
per cent. Once the track is cleared of debt, the 
take-out is reduced to 6 per cent, and when this 
happens, Delaware will have the lowest “take” 
in America. In any case, profit on investment, 
after taxes and other expenses are paid, must not 
exceed 4 per cent. So Delaware's racing positions 
cannot become political plums, Delaware's racing 
law discourages promoters of the “clean up and 
get out” variety. 


Thus racing persons everywhere must have 
been encouraged when Delaware Park, on its 
inaugural day, drew a crowd of about 20,000, 


who wagered $412,405. Both attendance and bet- 


ting were beyond the expectation of officials. 
The racing on the first day was of high class, 


with most of the better stables represented. The 
honor of taking down the inaugural event went 
to Ral Parr, Maryland breeder, who scored with 
his home-bred Legal Light, a 2-year-old by Sun 
Edwin. Victor Emanuel took the second event 
with the *Waygood mare Mamas Choice. George 
D. Widener won the third with another home- 
bred, Early Autumn, by Jamestown. Mrs. R. H. 
Heighe won the fourth with Lady Maryland, a 
*Sir Greysteel filly. Then Strabo took the stakes 
event for Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin. The supporting 
event, the Wilmington Handicap, went to a third 
home-bred, Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s *Sickle 
colt Mower. Dark Hope, a *Traumer gelding, 
won the seventh race for J. W. Y. Martin, and 
the closing event fell to F. Hayes’ Petard, a 4- 
year-old son of Petee-Wrack. 


STRABO WINS AGAIN

York enters its fourth phase of the year. 
Jamaica opened the season with an extraordi- 
narily successful meeting. Belmont Park had 
the best meeting of years. Then Aqueduct’'s 21- 
day venture began, and at the end of the first 
12 days was showing an increase of nearly 25 
per cent in gate receipts. On June 30 Aqueduct 
closes its meeting, and racing passes to Empire 
City for another 21-day stay. 

Three stakes on the flat and a steeplechase 
event made Aqueduct’s last Saturday an excel- 
lent day of racing. Reports of these races ap- 
pear in following columns. The other events 
were a race for 2-year-old maiden fillies, won 
by Mrs. G. Douglas, Jr.’s, Du Barry, a Diavolo 
filly making her first start; a claiming event 
won by Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Saint Pierre, by 
Starpatic; and a second race for maiden 2-year- 
old fillies, won by Belair Stud’s Ripples, by *Sir 
Gallahad ITI. 

When Empire City opens on July 1, the first 
stakes feature will be the Demoiselle Stakes, for 
2-year-old fillies. Few of the 89 nominations 
have had much chance to distinguish themselves 
this season, but the list includes High Maria, 
Miss Apprehend, Invoke, Court Dance, and In- 
hale. On Saturday, July 3, the Fleetwing Handi- 
cap, for 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs, will 
draw from nominations including Billionaire, Bill 
Farnsworth, Tintagel, Rudie, White Tie, Set.

BROOKLYN HANDICAP 

The Brooklyn Handicap, which came up for 
its forty-ninth running at Aqueduct June 26, 
has had a history which reflects the fortunes of 
racing in New York. Originally run at Grave- 
send (the first running was in 1887), it began as 
a $5,000 added eveni, gradually increased in 
value until the early '90’s, when it was worth 
around $18,000 to the winner. Then it dropped 
again, became a $7,500 added affair. With the 
turn of the new century, the Brooklyn again be- 
came increasingly richer, reached its peak in 
1908, when Celt defeated Fair Play for a purse 
worth $19,750 to the winner. The next years 
were troubled ones for New York racing, and 
the Brooklyn fell below $5,000 for the first time. 
In 1911 and 1912 it was not run at all, began 
again in 1913 with a purse worth $3,125 to 
Whisk Broom II. It grew slowly but steadily 
in value, while such fine horses as Grey Lag, 
Mad Play, Exterminator, and Peanuts were add- 
ing their names to the winners’ list. In 1931 it 
had reached a second peak, being worth $13,900 
to the winner, Questionnaire. Then the depression 
struck, and when Discovery won the event in 
1934 it was worth but $2,925. Discovery also 
won the 1935 and 1936 runnings, when the 
Breoklyn had been made a $10,000 added race. 
This year New York racing is having a banner 
season, and the Brooklyn, still a dependable 
barometer, was endowed with $20,000 in added 
money, reached a third peak, was worth more 
to the winner than any running except that of 
1908. During the Brooklyn’s long history, the 
distance was decreased once, in 1915, from 114 
miles to 1's miles. 

The 19387 running found J. A. Manfuso’s Ane- 
roid (122) sharing public favor with Mrs. C. S. 
Howard's Seabiscuit (122). The Hard Tack colt 
had rolled up an impressive record during the 
winter, but his three rich victories in California 
were scored against inferior opposition. Aneroid, 
on the other hand, had been running against the 
best the East had to offer, had won four stakes, 
had turned in an exceptionally brilliant effort 
in the Suburban Handicap. When the field got to 
the post, Aneroid was even-money favorite; Sea- 
biscuit was at 6 to 5. 

When the start came, Seabiscuit was the 
quickest. Jockey J. Pollard rushed him to the 
front, then took a good hold on him. Bulwark 
(101), one of the lightweights, came up to chal- 
lenge and Seabiscuit raced him into defeat.

ROCKINGHAM PARK 


IRST week of Rockingham Park’s 18-day 

meeting was a successful one, despite an 
opening day when weather conditions were very 
unfavorable. The pari-mutuel handle of the first 
week was $1,488,631, a daily average of $248,105. 
This is considerably below the average for the 
spring meetings in previous years ($265,082 in 
1936), but both cpening day and the first Satur- 
day were rainy and unpleasant. With fair 
weather, the meeting should equal its previous 
averages, aS play usually increases as the meet- 
ing gets older. Daily average for the first six 
days last summer, when the weather was good, 
was $277,907. 

The Salem track is well supplied with horses, 
and large fields were the rule, exceptions being 
the smaller stakes and a few allowance events. 
A good race for 3-year-olds, at one mile, was 
offered on June 24, the winner being the Three 
D’s Stock Farm's Heelfly, which carried his 126 
pounds over the distance in 1:38!5, to win easily 
over Clingendaal (118) and Brown Prodigy. The 
program of June 26 contained two stakes, ac- 
counts of which are in following columns, and 
an allowance event for 2-year-olds as a support- 
ing attraction. This was won by Greentree 
Stable’s Byronin, a *Pharamond II gelding. 

During the current week three stakes are 
offered. On June 29 the Maple Stakes was 
offered, but results come too late for inclusion in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. The New Eng- 
land States Handicap features the racing of June

MARYLAND 


NEW PREAKNESS CONDITIONS 

EVERAL weeks ago the board of directors 

of the Maryland Jockey Club decided to in- 
crease the gross value of the race by making it 
an early-closing event. Last week approximately 
2,500 entry blanks for the 1938 and 1939 renewals 
of Maryland's most famous race were mailed out. 
The closing date for both races is July 15. Two- 
year-olds of 1937 may be nominated at $25 each. 
Yearlings may be named for the 1939 running at 
$10 each. The conditions are as follows: 
1938 Preakness Stakes 
for 3-year-olds (foals of 1935). By subscription of $25 
each, which shall accompany the nomination, with a 
further payment of $100 by November 15, 1937, to con- 
tinue eligibility. Supplementary entries may be made 
on of before April 15, 1938, by payment of an eligibility 
fee of $1,500. Starters to pay $500 additional. All eligi- 
bility, starting, and entrance fees to the winner, with 
$50,000 added, of which $10,000 to second, $5,000 to third, 
and $2,000 to fourth horse. Weight for age. One mile 
and three-sixteenths. 
1939 Preakness Stakes : 
For 3-year-olds (foals of 1936). By subscription of $10 
each, which shall accompany the nomination, with the 
following payments to continue eligibility: $25 addi- 
tional by August 15, 1938, and a further payment of 
$100 on or before April 15, 1939. Supplementary entries 
may be made on or before April 15, 1939, by payment 
of an eligibility fee of $1,500. Starters to pay $500 ad- 
ditional. All eligibility, entrance, and starting fees to 
the winner, with $50,006 added, of which $10,000 to 
second, $5,000 to third, and $2,000 to the fourth horse. 


THE END 


INCE the recent racing repeal bill in Texas 
WK does not become effective for 90 days after 
the ending of the special session of the legisla- 
ture which passed it, there is no legal reason 
racing should not be conducted in Texas within 
that interval. But Governor Allred, flushed with 
the zeal of victory, blocked appropriations to 
support the State Racing Commission. So when 
Texas tracks applied for summer dates, the 
Commission refused, saying: 

Since we cannot pay inspectors and supervisors to 
represent the State and the Commission, we do not 
feel that we should allow a track to operate. 


RACING FOR TEXAS 

Since Texas has outlawed racing within its 
borders, thus cutting off about $500,000 yearly 
in taxes (at the expense of a special session of 
the Legislature, reported to have cost about 
$200,000), Texas may have the satisfaction of 
seeing its money go out without return. Already 
plans are being made for a Mexican race track, 
just across the Rio Grande, to serve a large part 
of southern Texas. On June 21 Walter M. Casey, 
manager of a hotel in Beaumont, Texas, an- 
nounced plans for building a track in Louisiana, 
across the state line from Orange, Texas. This 
track. which would draw from Houston, Fort 
Worth, and Dallas, is far from being a certainty, 
but a conference will be ‘held within a few days 
regarding moving of grandstand and equipment 
from Epsom Downs. Last week Lou Smith said 
he had not been approached on the proposition, 
believed the cost of moving the stand would be 
prohibitive. 
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MICHIGAN 


DETROIT 


LIMAX of Detroit's 37-day meeting came 

June 26, when the richest event of the meet- 
ing, the $10,000 added Frontier Handicap, was 
the attraction. It drew a very good field, was a 
very fast race, the winner, Infantry, clipping 
four-fifths of a second from the track record 
which Hollyrood had set a year earlier. The 
stakes event was supported by an _ overnight 
handicap and two allowance races, making a 
very gocd card. The handicap, a sprint for 3- 
year-olds, went to Long Run Stable’s Dolaway, 
a Whiskaway filly which led from start to finish, 
but was forced to run head and head with Mary 
Vito for the last half-mile. The allowance events 
also were sprints. That for 3-year-olds and up 
was won by Mrs. H. Sherman’s Cruising, by 
Whiskalong, the betting favorite. The other, for 
3-year-olds, resulted in the day’s biggest upset, 
when Mrs. A. J. Abel’s 30-to-1 shot, Jelly Roll, 
got up in the last stride to defeat Mrs. Charles 
S. Howard’s Sun Frolic. Jelly Roll, by Trans- 
mute, got away very slowly, was last after a 
quarter-mile, then came up with fine speed. 

The stakes for the coming Saturday, July 3, 
is the Michigan Handicap, with $3,000 added, for 
3-year-olds and up at 1 1-16 miles. Since July 4 
comes on Sunday, Detroit, like other tracks, will 
have its usual Fourth of July events on the 
following Monday. On that day the Liberty 
Handicap, a sprint for 3-year-olds and up, and 
the Woodward Stakes, for 2-year-olds, will make 
up a double stakes feature. 


ACES WILD WINS IN STRETCH 

Detroit last week was in the throes of a 
Masonic convention, responsible, of course, for 
many out-of-town visitors. Stakes race of mid- 
week was the Moslem Temple Stakes ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, 5'2 furlongs), named for the 
Detroit branch of that order, run on June 23. 
The drill team of the Moslem Temple performed 
on the track before the racing program started. 
The race drew one of the largest fields of the 
Detroit season, with 16 2-year-olds_ starting, 
found the H. P. Headley entry of Drift Along 
(110) and Dorothy Rock (110) slightly favored 
over the pari-mutuel field, which contained four 
horses. Third choice went to Bomar Stable’s 
entry of Pretty Pet (110) and Benjam (119), 
with Dixiana’s two, High Maria (113) and 
Torchy (113) next. 

High Maria rushed into the lead when the 
start came, drew out to lead by two lengths. 
Drift Along was second, in good position. J. E. 
Widener’s On Delivery (112), a *Bull Dog filly, 
was third. Dorothy Rock was close up, and Re- 
markable (113), a field horse, was also in the 
first flight. For almost a half-mile this order 
continued, except that Remarkable moved up to 
fourth place, and Torchy got momently into the 
battle. The race was going just as expected, with 
the heavily played horses fighting it out. Then 
came what, if the chart of the race is to be ac- 
cepted fully, is one of the most remarkable 2- 
year-old performances of the year. 

When the field struck the quarter-pole Casper 
Trentanelli's Aces Wild (110), a 25-to-1 out- 
sider, was in tenth place, almost 15 lengths be- 
hind the leader. The next call was a furlong 
later, at the eighth-pole, and Aces Wild was lead- 
ing by a head. To make up 15 lengths in a 


furlong (the fifth furlong was run in 13%5 sec- 
onds) she had to run the distance in approxi- 
mately 1025 seconds. In any case, Aces Wild 
had plenty left. She drew out to win by two and 
a half lengths from High Maria, with Drift 
Along a nose farther back. On Delivery clung 
to fourth place, another half length back, and 
Torchy was fifth. In order followed Misgivings 
(111), Pretty Pet, Dorothy Rock, Lillian Roth 
(110), Benjam, Unassisted (122), Radio Charm 
(113), Le Feu (110), Remarkable, British Star 
(110), and Don Dash (113). Time, :23, :47, 
1:002;, 1:0725, track fast. Stakes division, 
$5,050, $800, $400, $200.

Aces Wild has started six times, won two 
races, finished second twice, and has earned 
$5,750. Wildwood won, and has produced six 
other foals of racing age. These included the

L. (23 wins through 1936 and winner in 1937), 
Lotta Airs (16 wins), Woodia, and Idle Way. 
Her only other foal, Wiloee, has started in 1937, 
has not won or placed. Crestwood Girl is also 
dam of the winners Altawood (12 wins and 
$54,172, including Jockey Club Gold Cup, La- 
tonia Cup, Pimlico Cup, Bowie Handicap, Blue 
Grass Stakes), Crestwood Boy (33 wins), Cap- 
tain Donan, Acirema, and Crestonian. She was 
sister to the winner Louise Green. Katherine 
Moore also produced the winner Old Chum. 


INFANTRY’S FRONTIER HANDICAP 

One of the best handicap fields Detroit has 
seen was assembled for the Frontier Handicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) 
on June 26. The strong favorite was Hal Price 
Headley’s Whopper (130), but bettors possibly 
lost sight of the fact that the big *Pharamond 
II colt was giving from 15 to 35 pounds to a 
big field in a race which is not exactly at 
Whopper’s distance. The second choice, Mills- 
dale Stable’s Infantry (108), was started from 
outside the stalls, but he began very fast, and 
was soon clear of his field. Just behind him was 
Whopper, and the pace for the first mile was a 
rather hot one. At the end of that distance 
Whopper was tiring badly, and Infantry galloped 
to the finish line four lengths in front of Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s War Minstrel (3-y-o, 98), which 
raced in third place most of the way. Fred M. 
Alger, Jr.'s, old *Azucar (115), last for the first 
half-mile, ran over horses through the stretch 
to be third, a half-length behind War Minstrel, 
a similar distance in front of Mrs. J. Chesney's 
Professor Paul (102). Whopper was fifth. In 
order followed Sir Jim James (104), War Emb- 
lem (107), Siam (3-y-o0, 100), Gyral (100), Carl 
S. (3-y-o0, 95), Grey Gold (3-y-o, 101), First Entry 
(101), and Paradisical (104). Time, :23, :47%5, 
1:11%5, 1:37, 1:5645 (new track record), track 
fast. Stakes division, $7,725, $2,000, $1,000 $500. 
Infantry was a development of the fall of 1936. 
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Bred and raced by J. E. Widener he was sold to 
his present owner as a 3-year-old, and he worked 
his way up from Class D races to better allow- 
ance events, won the Fort Worth Fall Handicap 
at Arlington Downs in November. In all he has 
started 28 times, won 10 races, finished second 
once, third three times, has earned $19,085. *La

LATONIA 

UNE 26 was the twenty-third day of Latonia’s 

meeting, now curtailed to 33 days as a result 
of abandoning the Mcnday programs. The En- 
quirer Handicap headlined the day, went unex- 
pectedly to Mrs. R. J. Murphy’s Little Nymph. 
Other non-claiming events of the day were a 
race for maiden 2-year-olds and an allowance 
event for horses of the same age, both at five 
furlongs. The first went to F. E. Morancy’s 
Fairflax, a gelding by Sweep All. Winner of the 
allowance event was W. E. Smith’s Kitty Baker, 
a filly by the dead *Harry Baker. 

For the racing of July 3, the Cincinnati Trophy, 
for 2-year-olds will be offered. On July 5 there 
will be racing, though not on any other Monday, 
and the following Tuesday will be dark. Feature 
of July 5 will be the Independence Day Handicap, 
a 1% mile event for 3-year-olds and up, with 
$2,500 added. The meeting will close on the fol- 
lowing Saturday, July 10, will probably face a 
deficit, due largely, according to officials, to 
intense competition from handbooks against 
which Newport and Covington authorities pro- 
ceed but half-heartedly. 


ENQUIRER HANDICAP 
The field for the twentieth running of the En- 


quirer Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles) at Latonia June 26 was a very 
fractious one, and it was almost 10 minutes be- 
fore Starter William Hamilton got a line-up 
that satisfied him.

As the back 
stretch was reached Woodberry went into the 
lead, drew out until he had a margin of two 
lengths. Arabs Arrow remained the challenger, 
as Little Nymph, taken off the pace, dropped 
back to fourth, while W. J. Sprow’s Indian Head 
(108) came up to the first flight. In the stretch 
the three leaders swung a trifle wide, and Jockey 
W. L. Johnson drove through on the inside with 
Little Nymph. Woodberry tired in the last six- 
teenth, dropped back to his field, and Little 
Nymph and Indian Head went up to battle it 
out. Almost in the last stride Litthke Nymph got 
to the front, won by a head, with Indian Head

She was half- 
sister to Midge, winner and dam of the stakes 
winner and sire Luke McLuke (sire of Little 
Nymph’s dam) and of the stakes winner Pan- 
dean. *Sandfly produced eight winners, including 
the stakes winner and sire *Out of Reach, and 
the producers Morocco, Latona II, and Mosquito 
(grandam of Sting). 


SALES COMPANY TALK 

A meeting of Thoroughbred breeders, called by 
Neville Dunn, sports editor of the Lexington 
Herald and secretary of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America, was held on the evening of June 22 
at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, for the purpose 
of discussing the creation of a company to hold 
auction sales of Thoroughbred horses. Though 
most of the prominent breeders were absent and 
though there was considerable division of opinion 
among those present, Mr. Dunn and Dan B. 


Midkiff, who presided over the meeting, subse- 
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quently made an appointment with E. J. Tranter, 
president of the Fasig-Tipton Company, to meet 
him in New York Monday of this week, pre- 
sumably with the idea of obtaining a price on 
his organization. However, in the absence of 
support for the movement, the appointment was 
cancelled. 

Last winter a group of Kentuckians, repre- 
sented by Roy Carruthers, asked Mr. Tranter 
for a price on his Lexington and Saratoga sales 
plants. Mr. Tranter explained that he was quite 
willing to sell, but would add to his own price 
for the property the government tax which would 
be incurred by the sale. Thus the total amount 
would have been so high as to preclude profitable 
operation of the company by the purchasers. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

At the meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, last 
Friday, W. J. Harris, manager of the Junior 
League horse show to be held at the trotting track 
at Lexington beginning July 21, asked the sup- 
port of Thoroughbred breeders and owners for 
the show. Lexington has not had a horse show 
since 1930, the last year of the Blue Grass Fair, 
Mr. Harris said, and such a condition should not 
be allowed to continue in a city which is the 
capital of the saddle horse breeding industry, as 
well as the center of Thoroughbred and Standard- 
bred production. 

At the close of the program,Hanly C. Ragan, a 
member of the club, rose to suggest that its mem- 
bers go on record as opposed to the operation of 
handbooks in Lexington, but no action was taken. 


DUNROVIN 

H. H. Temple has retired from his post with 
the Pennsylvania Department of Highways, has 
moved to his farm on the Houston and Antioch 
Pike, near Lexington, and in honor of the oc- 
casion has named his estate Dunrovin. 

“I'm going to live here the rest of my life,” 
Mr. Temple said last week, when he came into 
the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE to have his ad- 
dress changed. 

Mr. Temple will continue to breed Thorough- 
breds at Dunrovin while his son, H. H. Temple, 
Jr., carries on with the family’s racing stable. 
At the farm there are now 17 Thoroughbreds. 
Mr. Temple recently sold to Col. Phil T. Chinn 
a yearling colt by On Watch out of Tyche (dam 
of Peter Pumpkin), by *Marvex. 


SHIPMENT 

Harrie B. Scott shipped three mares and a 
yearling from Lexington June 29, consigned to 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s farm at Upperville, 
Va. A yearling filly by Mars—-Ding Dong and the 
broodmare Bourbonette, which was bred to Bold 
Venture this spring, were the property of Admiral 
Grayson. Shanette, which was bred to Zacaweista, 
is owned by Breckinridge Long, and *Ephyre, 
with a suckling bay colt by Wisdom, and bred 
to Balladier, is owned by Robert S. Clark. 


34 INDICTMENTS 

After two Lexington handbooks had been held 
up and robbed recently, the Fayette County 
grand jury returned indictments against 34 
handbook operators (just about the whole crop), 
but in its report cast doubts upon their con- 
viction by a suggestion that the disposition of 
the cases depended upon the mood of the com- 
munity. 


MASSACHUSETTS 
AGAWAM PARK 

EPORTS for the first 18 days of the Agawam 

Park meeting indicate that the Springfield 
track, for the first time in its short history, is 
headed for a successful venture. Over that period 
the pari-mutuel handle had averaged $135,178 
daily, of about $25,000 daily more than the 1936 
average for the same period. Gate receipts for 
the first 18 days, the track announced, equaled 
those of the entire 37-day meeting of 1936. Under 
its present management, Agawam Park seems 
likely to become a permanent adjunct to the New 
England season, and while it is no serious rival 
of the larger New England tracks, it is offering 
good racing to a section of the country which 
no other track serves. 

June 26, twenty-third day of the meeting, offer- 
ed two principal events. The first, for 2-year- 
olds, was won by A. J. Gaignard, Jr.’s Lafayette 
Boy, by Michigan Boy. The other, a handicap 
for 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs, went to 
J. Green’s Pass 'Em By, a 3-year-old colt by 
*By-Pass II. 


ANOTHER $100,000 RACE 


Charles F. Adams, president of the Eastern 
Racing Association, announced June 27 that the 
value of the Massachusetts Handicap would be 
increased to $100,000. In 1935 and 1936 the 
Massachusetts Handicap had $25,000 added. This 
year’s running, set for August 7, has $50,000 
added. Only other $100,000 added race now being 
renewed annually is the Santa Anita Handicap, 
but Joseph M. Smoot, now promoting a new 
Florida track, has announced that he will estab- 
lish a Florida Handicap with that value. 


FLORIDA 


JOSEPH M. SMOOT ANNOUNCES 


HE Hollywood Jockey Club, which proposes to 

build a third Florida race track, near Hallen- 
dale will be capitalized at $1,000,000, according to 
Joseph M. Smoot, head of the new organization. 
Mr. Smoot announced recently that his track 
would offer a $100,000 added handicap, to rival 
Santa Anita Park’s principal event. 

Mr. Smoot’s principal connection with the new 
organization will be in the sale of its stock, 
presumably. Mr. Smoot has sold a great deal of 
race track stock. 

On June 24 the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion held a special session at Jacksonville, unani- 
mously approved the application of the Holly- 
wood Jockey Club (not to be confused with Cali- 
fornia’s Hollywood Turf Club) to construct a 
racing plant in Broward County. The commission 
heard statements from Mr. Smoot, president of 
the organization, and Fred M. Valz, counsel. 
Mr. Smoot told the commission that the track 
would represent an investment of about $1,300,- 
000, that its $100,000 added Florida Handicap 
would be the richest race in the world. 

Next hurdle for the Hollywood Jockey Club is 
a local option election in which the voters of 
Broward County will be given a chance to ap- 
prove or disapprove the operation of a new track. 

Hallendale is about 15 miles due north ‘of 
Miami, the county seat of Dade County, and lies 
just over the line in Broward County, of which 
Fort Lauderdale is the seat. Obviously the pro- 
moters of the new track expect to share the dates 
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now divided between Hialeah Park and Tropical 
Park, so an involved scramble for the favors of 
Florida’s politicians is in prospect if Broward 
County’s voters approve the project. 


MEADE’S LESSON CONTINUES 

At the meeting of the Florida State Racing 
Commission June 24 Don Meade, ruled off in 
1936 for “violating the rule prohibiting jockeys 
from being interested in a horse other than their 
own mounts,” appeared to ask for reinstatement. 
Meade admitted his guilt, said he had learned his 
lesson, promised to be good. The commission 
denied his plea. 


“HIS FIRST WINNER 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


No. 20. J. Simon Healy 


SIMON HEALY has been around a long 

e time. It was due to Healy’s disregard for 
orders that Hastings finally got a chance to show 
his class. John Hyland, who was training for 
August Belmont at the time, hated the son of 
Spendthrift and *Cinderella and ordered Healy, 
who was his foreman at the time, to sell the 
horse, or to give him away if he could not sell 
him—in any event to get him out of his sight. 

It was not until 1909, however, that J. Simon 
Healy was credited with saddling his first winner. 
This was the veteran gelding Dreamer, then a 
7-year-old owned by Herman B. Duryea. Dreamer 
was a son of Hamburg out of Forget and was a 
half-brother to Hylas, Dinna Ken, and Borrow. 
All four were stakes winners 

Racing was in a bad way in 1909. Stakes were 
cut materially and purses decidedly small. At 
Belmont Park on June 2, 1909, Healy saddled old 
Dreamer in a purse race for 3-year-olds and 
upward, under selling conditions at six furlongs. 
In the race were several horse that were “lights 
of other days,” and Dreamer, under 108 pounds, 
ridden by H. Smith, closed at 3-to-1, and won 
by two lengths from the veteran Roseben (8-y-0, 
110), favorite at 9-5, Sir John Johnson (4-y-o, 
113), McCarter (5-y-o0, 108), and six others. 
Dreamer was entered to be sold for $1,200, but 
there was no bid for him after the race. 

Since then Healy has handled many high- 
class horses, but he is steadfast in the belief 
that Exterminator was the best horse that ever 
passed through his hands. Healy had Exter- 
minator in 1920 when he established American 
records for 1%; miles and two miles. 

He believes the best filly he ever trained was 
Capt. E. B. Cassatt’s Flying Fairy, winner of 
the Ladies’ Handicap in 1914 and other stakes 
during that period. 

In common with the majority of trainers he 
is certain that Man o’ War was the best race 
horse he ever saw and that Artful was the best 
filly that has raced in his time. 

However, he will always have a warm spot in 
his heart for one of Captain Cassatt’s 2-year-olds, 
Garbage, winner of the United States and Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes in 1914. That year he also 
trained Trial by Jury for Captain Cassatt. He is 
also very fond of Flying Heels, which he trained 
for John J. Curtis, and with which he won the 
Carter, Fleetwing, Blemton, Speed, New Hamp- 
shire, and Hialeah Inaugural Handicaps.

Fairbairn, Brownell Combs, Lucas B. Combs, 
Horace N. Davis, and a part of the A. B. Hancock 
consignment. On the basis of probable sales appeal 
in the Saratoga arena in August the following 
have been selected as tops in the various con- 
signments: 


Chestnut colt by Display—Queenly Way, by *Waygood. 
This colt is strong, solid, well balanced, medium big 
(he weighed 835 pounds June 1), with a strong sug- 
gestion of the Fair Play type. Greenwich Stud. 

Brown colt by *Bull Dog—F lying Shot, by *Omar Khay- 
yam. A medium-sized, perfectly balanced colt with 
a great deal of quality and a grand head. W. E. 
Caskey, Jr. 

Brown colt by Black Toney—Baby Shoes, by Bubbling 
Over. The only Black Toney in the sales. Good-sized 
(about 15.1), smooth, evenly developed. Idle Hour 
Stock Farm and John S. Wiggins. 

Bay colt by *Sir Gallahad III—Marching Along, by Man 
o War, second dam Annette K., War Admiral's 
gr randam. Big (about 15.3), racy, with a great deal 
of scope, well balanced, strong enough for high speed, 
Jean enough for great stamina. Robert A. Fairbairn. 

Bay colt by *Sir Gallahad II1I—One Hour, by *Snob II, 
second dam the grand mare Daylight Saving, by 
*Star Shoot. Beautifully finished, well balanced, 
short-coupled colt, good all over. Robert A. Fairbairn. 

Chestnut colt by The Porter—La Morlaye, by Peter 
Pan. Smail, showy, perfectly balanced, with very 
smooth action and an exceptional variety of speed in 
the paddock, a splendid example of the get of this 
year’s leading sire. Brownell Combs. 

Bay colt by Blue Larkspur—Humming Bird, by *Stefan 
the Great. A good-sized, smooth, handsome, im- 
pressive colt, a good walker, with a great deal of 
quality. Brownell Combs. 

Grey filly by *Royal Minstrel—Juicy Bit, by Pennant. 
A substantial, smoothly turned filly with good feet 
and legs. A grand broodmare prospect after her 
racing days. The only *Royal Minstrel listed for 
Saratoga. Lucas B. Combs. 

Bay colt by On Watch—Kippy, by Broomstick. Kippy 
has been a remarkable broodmare, but probably hasn't 
produced anything rivaling this colt in yearling 
promise. He stands about 15.3, is perfectly balanced, 
sturdy, strong, full of quality, with a commanding 
appearance. Mrs. L. G. Kaufman (at Horace N. Davis’ 
Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm). 

Brown colt by *Cohort—Be Still, by Dozer. Medium- 
sized, solid. with a great deal of power and excep- 
tionally good legs. Horace N. Davis. 

Grey colt by *Sir Gallahad III—*Winsome Way, by 
Tetratema. Medium-sized (about 15 hh.}, compact colt 
with the most powerful musculature seen in any 
yearling this season. A. B. Hancock. 

Bay filly by *Sir Gallahad Il1I—Sunstroke, by Campfire. 
Big (probably a little over 15.2), smooth, feminine, 
with a great deal of scope and wonderful quality. 
One of the grandest fillies ever booked for Saratoga. 
A. B. Hancock 
The group named above may be expected to 

average well above $10,000 at Saratoga. They 
are not necessarily a selection of the best year- 
lings going there, but are those which, on indi- 
vidual appearance, seem likely to attract the 
most attention in ‘the various consignments in- 
dicated. Other consignments will, of course, fur- 
nish other outstanding prospects. Those named 
above may not necessarily bring the top prices 
of the various consignments, as individual prefer- 
ences vary greatiy among buyers. But they are 
all virtually certain to attract much attention 
and money. 


Thomas B. Cromwell was back in Lexington 
Monday of this week after a trip to Virginia for 
the purpose of seeing the yearlings which Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer will send to Saratoga. 

“The 67 yearlings I saw, including the dozen 
which Mr. Kilmer will sell in partnership with 
Merrifield Farms,” Mr. Cromwell said, “are 
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probably as good a group of individuals as ever 
went to Saratoga. They are uniformly well 
grown and in good condition and are remarkably 
free from blemishes. 

“The yearlings by *Gino appeared best as a 
group; they will sell themselves. But it is very 
difficult to choose the best, as there are many 
good ones. There is a brother to Time Supply 
which is very much like him. There is also a 
brother to Sun Beau, built on the lines of that 
horse; this is the last foal of Beautiful Lady, 
which is now dead. 

“But the best of the Kilmer consignment, it 
seemed to me, was a blood bay colt by *Sun 
Briar out of Superlette, by Superman. This colt 
is about as near perfection as horses get, and he 
is the type to make a good stock horse. There 
is also a wonderful colt, a bay by *Gino out of 
Sunmel, in the partnership group at Merrifield. 
He is an old-fashioned sort, the kind that can 
run all day, or he could be developed into a 
grand jumper. He is the best, for any purpose, 
in this lot, with size, bone, strength, and char- 
acter, but won’t come to hand quickly.” 

Mr. Cromwell added that Mr. Kilmer is plan- 
ning to send another consignment of mares to 
the sales at Lexington next fall. 


One of the best bargains from the 1935 year- 
ling sales at Saratoga was Goldey F., bought for 
$150. During her 2-year-old season she won 11 
races, including four stakes, and $17,470. She did 
not finish out of the money once in her 14 starts. 
Now it appears, from the result of the Great 
American Stakes last Saturday, that Maetall, 
at $700, was cne of the best buys at Saratoga 
last year. Both these good racers were bred by 
the Herring Brothers, Thomas G. and Charles G., 
at their Heronford and Retirement Farms at 
Bridgewater, Va., and both were sired by Tall 
Timber, a Campfire horse now dead. Maetall 
was in the last crop of foals by Tall Timber, and 


he will have no representatives in this year’s 
sales. However, the record of the Herring 


Brothers in selling good horses will attract new 
attention to their consignment this year. The 
sire of the most numerous group of yearlings in 
the Herring consignment is *Jean II, a grey son 
of the French Derby winner Or du Rhin. One of 
the fillies is a half-sister, by *Jean II, to Goldey F.

CLAIRVOYANT BEATS DONATELLO I 

UROPEAN exchanges arriving in the United 

States in the last few weeks have indicated 
that the Italian champion 3-year-cld, Donatello 
II, by *Blenheim II, probably would miss _ his 
engagement in the Grand Prix du Paris, richest 
and oldest race of the French Turf, because of 
other races in which his owners expected to run 
the colt. 

But on Sunday, June 27, the unbeaten Dona- 
tello II was at Longchamp and a crowd of ap- 
proximately 100,000 was out to see him contest 
the Grand Prix with Clairvoyant, winner of the 
Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) and ac- 
knowledged the best 3-year-old in France. 
Though the invader was strongly supported, 
Clairvoyant, owned by the fabulously wealthy 
Argentine sportsman Edouard Martinez de Hoz, 
wound up favorite at 31 to 10. 

At the finish of the 3,000 meters (1.86 miles) 
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Clairvoyant was three-quarters of a length in 
front of Donatelio II. Baron Edouard de Roths- 
child’s Gonfalonier, 3-year-old son of Cadum (by 
Sans Souci II), was third, two lengths farther 
back. The race had 1,000,000 francs (about 
$45,000) in added money. 


FOREIGN NOTES 
In the Prix Citronelle, about one mile, at Le 
Tremblay, France, on June 16, Drap d’Or, winner 


of the French Two Thousand Guineas, and 
Colette Baudoche, winner of the French One 
Thousand Guineas, were in opposition. Drap 


d’Or, strapping son of *Blenheim II, won over 
the filly by two lengths after being held in 
restraint through the early part of the race. 

Parvati, a 2-year-old filly which won at the 
first asking at Chantilly, June 10, is by *Blen- 
heim II out of Vitamine, and is therefore a full 
sister to Chenonceaux, good 2-year-old of last 
year, and is three-parts sister to the remarkable 
Brantome, which is by Blandford. 


DAVID ENGLANDER 

David Englander, who began riding races in 
the United States 35 years ago and has since 
gained fame on two other continents, was a 
visitor in Lexington during the early days of last 
week. He has recently returned from an ex- 
tended visit to Argentina, where a quarter of a 
century ago he was at the height of his career 
as a rider. He plans now to remain in the United 
States for about a 
month and then return 
to France, where he 
has been very success- 
ful as a trainer in re- 
cent years. 

Principal patrons of 
Mr. Englander’s train- 
ing establishment in 
France were Argentine 
owners, such as_ AIl- 
hberto Duggan, Martinez 
de Hoz, Carlos Santa- 
marina, Guillermo Ham, 
and Frederico de Alvear 

the Whitneys and 
Wideners of the Ar- 
gentine Turf. For Senor 
Duggan he won the 
Prix du Jockey Club 
and Grand Prix de 
Paris in 1932 with the 
Massine colt Strip the Willow. But the de- 
pression and the resulting unfavorable exchange 
rate caused a great reduction in his stable, 
and at the end of the 1935 season Mr. Englander 
closed his French training establishment and be- 
gan to consider other fields. He was in America 
during most of 1936, returned late in the year to 
France, whence he sailed in January of this year 
to the Argentine. 

One purpose of his travels, he indicates to 
THE BLoop-HORSE, was to determine the possibili- 
ty of enlisting the patronage of Argentine owners 
for a stable in the United States. He talked with 
several breeders there to find whether they would 
be willing to have some of their best mares foal 
to American-time, have the young stock given 
their early training and trials in the Argentine, 
and then ship the good ones to North America to 
be raced, and eventually to be sold. He found 
some support of his plan, he said, but nothing 
definite has been arranged.
